smallest

which a family of live, consisting 
of father, motlier and three chil­ 
dren under 14 years of age, can 
live in common decency and re­ 
tain efficiency in this era of the 
high cost of living, according to 
W. F. Ogburn, statistical expert 
for the War Labor Board. 
Ogburn was called 
to 
testify 
before the sub-committee of the 
Sedate Committee on Education 
and Labor during its hearings on 
Senator Hiram W. Jobnaon’s bill 
to establish a minimum wage of 
$3 a day for Federal 
employes. 
The same measure was passed by 
the House 
of 
Representatives, 
where 
it was 
introduced 
and 
sponsored by Representative John 
I. Nolan of San Francisco. 
The basic estimate for 
family 
upkeep submitted by Ogburn was 
arrived at, he said, after careful 
investigation and 
study 
in 
all 
parts of the United Slates, and 
he declared it was applicable all 
over the country. He expressed 
the opinion that a minimum wage 
of |3 per diem for Federal era-

The first roasting over the “Harvey 
Hot One” editorial was on the ground 
that it might be construed as charging 
inefficiency against the management 
of the Santa Ana postoffice, which the 
writer of the roast claims—and we 
concede—is good. The second roast­ 
ing was based on the supposition that 
the editorial was inspired by partisan 
bias, which we deny.

The editorial merely quoted Col. 
George Harvey, in criticism of the 
“Failures and delays of the POST­ 
OFFICE DEPARTMENT in handling 
soldiers’ mail,” and we added, “and all 
other mail, for that matter.” 
So far was it from our thought or in­ 
tention to reflect adversely on the local 
postoffice that it never occurred to us 
that anybody would so construe the 
editorial—and we don’t think many 
did so construe it. 
The local service, so far as we 
know and believe, is good and satis­ 
factory. Indeed, it has been especially 
accommodating and efficient, so far as 
the Register is concerned. We have 
been having a great deal of trouble 
with our mail subscriptions. 
People 
get their paper very irregularly and 
very much delayed, and the local post­ 
office has very kindly and painstaking­ 
ly co-operated with the Register's cir­ 
culation manager in checking out pa­ 
pers to guard against mistakes, either 
in th© Register office or the local post­ 
office 
The result of this checking proves 
that the fault is not here, but some­ 
where or everywhere else, and no 
amount of reporting to the inspectors 
or sending out “tracers” has done any 
good.

The Soldiers Aid Commission of 
Canada reports that nearly one-fourth 
of all the soldiers returned from over­ 
seas 
were 
enrolled 
in 
vocational 
classes during 1918. 
These classes, as 
conducted by the commission, cover a 
wide range of trades and professions. 
Through them many disabled soldiers 
have learned new work and have be­ 
come so proficient in the new line that 
they have taken jobs paying a good 
deal more than the ones they had be­ 
fore the war. 
Soldiers drawn from 
the unskilled labor group have raised 
themselves to a higher level and are 
better fitted for earning a good living 
than ever before. 
Among the most popular of the 
courses taught are drafting, motion 
picture projection, carpentry, pattern 
making, power plant engineering and 
all kinds of mechanics, telegraphy, 
shoe making and repairing, wood carv­ 
ing, etc. 
Canada learned many valuable les­ 
sons from the war. 
Among the finest 
of these is this help given the re­ 
turned soldier. 
It is not charity. It 
is not sentimental coddling. It comes 
much nearer 
being 
commonsense, 
good business and efficiency. It is a 
long step toward preventing the paup­ 
erism and misguided charity that have 
developed after wars in the past. True, 
any country owes a great deal to its 
defenders. The first thing it owes 
them is the right to enjoy their citizen­ 
ship as self-respecting, active, intelli­ 
gent men. That is the debt Canada is 
paying today as she reconstructs and 
rehabilitates her fighting men.

case to teet the authority of a city 
to demand a license from an auto 
owner 
for 
transporting friends, 
where the latter pay part of the 
cost of operating the car, and the 
right- of the Railroad Commission 
to exercise authority in such an in­ 
stance. 
Three Santo Ana men have been 
arrested on the charge and they were 
arraigned in the city recorder’s court 
this morn’ng. 
All pleaded not guilty 
and the case will go to trial before 8 
jury en Tuesday. February 18. 
Fifteen or eighteen men of this city 
who are engaged in the plant of the 
Long Beach Shipbuilding Company at 
Long Beach have been travelling to 
and from work with friends employed 
there, and by mutual agreement the 
men thus accepting the hospitality of 
their friends have agreed to stand a 
portion of the expense of operation. 
The men under arrest are J. N. Har 
per, Chaft. Sanders and Ralph Huston. 
They own and drive the cars and work 
in the shipyards. 
The 
shipbuilding 
company is backing the employes aud 
sent their attorney, E. C. Denio, of 
the law firm of Denio & Hart of Long 
Beach, here to represent *the accused 
men. 
T. R. Merrell, general manager 
for the company, was also here. 
The ease is one of more than ordi­ 
nary importance and the shipbuilding 
company declares that it will fight tht* 
case to the last legal resort if it be 
comes necessary. 
Merrell is authority for the state­ 
ment that at least one hundred men of 
Santa Ana are employed at the plant 
and that not less than 600 more from 
outside points are on the payroll, the 
men coming from Los 
Angeles 
and 
other cities in Southern California. In 
a number of places 
the 
men 
have 
adopted the policy of standing their 
share of the expenses of running ma­ 
chines driven by men employed in the 
plant, as compensation for their trans­ 
portation.* If the position of Santa 
Ana, that such cars should be licensed 
and a permit obtained from the Rail­ 
road Commission for their operation 
is maintained in the courts, it will 
mean the men will be denied the right 
of riding to and from their labors with 
a friend, and that they must travel 
by street cars or on jitneys.

to the business life of the city. 
“But we realize that the 
majority 
of these men own their own 
homes 
and cannot afford to move away and 
let their property run down. 
There­ 
fore, we are looking after their inter­ 
ests and will assist them in every way 
we can to bring the question involved 
here to a head and adjusted in favor 
of the men. 
“It will affect our employes 
from 
other communities, which makes the 
question a big one, and one of interest 
throughout the southern part of the 
state.

New York, London and Paris to adopt

manner in which New York now regu­ 
lates its traffic has so far failed to in­ 
spire the rest of America to go and 
do likewise. Louisville, Asheville and 
a few other cities have followed suit, 
but for the most part the American 
attitude in regard to street traffic is 
one of the broad-minded laissez-faire. 
The pedestrian especially is left to 
solve the problem for himself. Occa­ 
sionally a few rules are posted for the 
benefit of motorists—the speed limit; post road which did not comply with

Until a federal traffic, act can be 
enacted it would be well for all cities 
and towns to revoke exist'flg ordi­ 
nances on traffic and in their place 
pass the following simply worded pro­ 
vision:

The regulations,

form, 
should be obtainable at police stations 
And be distributed to transportation 
companies, besides being in the pock­ 
ets of policemen to be given to anyone 
disregarding any provision, the officer 
calling attention to the particulai 
article and section violated and mark­ 
ing it with a cross. 
Besides the folders, placards of the 
regulations should be affixed in all 
public stables and garages and other 
suitable places.

John L. Wheeler, exclusive distrib­ 
utor for Cleveland Tractors In the 
Santa Ana. Orange and Garden Grove 
districts, believes that there will be 
no general decline in tractor or farm 
machinery prices Sn the near future. 
He supports his statement by refer­ 
ring to a recent bulletin issued by the 
War Industries Board, giving results 
of the situation. 
Tile bulletin says “there is nothing 
in tile situation which would warrant 
anticipating any decline in the cost of 
material or labor iii the t ear future. 
“As long as the cost of living re­ 
mains where it is, there can be no 
reduction of moment in the cost of 
labor, and as long as the cost of labor 
is or its present plane, there can he 
no reduction in the cost of materials. 
Reduction in the prices of any indus­ 
try would not be justified by cost, and 
would result in great harm to our peo­ 
ple as a whole and bring about un­ 
usual pressure by reduction in the 
price of labor before the cost of living 
would permit." 
“This, of course, applies to the in­ 
dustry as a whole and does not mean 
that there will not be declines in some 
makes,’* said Wheeler. 
“This is obviously true of lines on 
which prices were materially boosted 
during the war. 
As 
an 
illustration, 
some good automobiles advanced their 
prices during the war as much as sev­ 
enty-four per cent, while other equally 
good and popular makes of cars made 
no advance in price except the addi­ 
tion of the war tax. 
‘ The small advance that there has 
been in the price of the Cleveland 
Tractor in the past eighteen months 
has been made necessary by the im­ 
provements we have added to the ma­ 
chine and the increased weight of the 
machine which we are now building. 
There is a splendid demand for Cleve­ 
land Tractors, 
lr. fact we doubled 
our order for January, making it two 
cars of ten tractors each instead of 
one carload.”

NO BOGUS 
FORD PARTS 
HERE 


LOS ANGELES, Feb. 8.—A spirited 
conference was held between Mayor F. 
T. Woodman, three members of hie 
special committee and seven members 
of the city council on the gasoline sit­ 
uation in the mayor’s private office. 
Committeemen 
Watt L. Moreland, 
Harold J. Arnold and Standish Mitch­ 
ell and the mayor insisted It would be 
to the benefit of the automobile own­ 
ers of Ix>s Angeles for the city council 
to enact the regulatory gasoline ordi­ 
nance recently recommended 
by the 
special committee. 
The councilmen were informed that 
if they re-enact the more stringent or­ 
dinance. which was repealed at the re­ 
quest of the federal fuel administra­ 
tion some time ago. the price of gaso­ 
line will be boosted at 
least 
three 
cents. 
Members of the council, how­ 
ever. indicated that they would stand 
for the reenactment of the former city 
ordinance. 
That the council may have all possi­ 
ble light on the subject, the gasoline 
experts of the mayor's special 
com­ 
mittee were invited to appear before 
the council next Tuesday when the 
former council ordinance comes up for 
consideration, and present any addi­ 
tional <lata and information they may 
have on the subject. 
Says Old Law W ill Boost Prices 
After the conference J. L. Quinn of 
the Standard Oil Co. called at the city 
hall and in response to questions stat­ 
ed that no doubt the price of gasoline 
would l>e raised if the council re-en­ 
acted the former ordinance. He claim­ 
ed that it is with difficulty that the 
demands for gasoline are being met at 
the present time. 
In the conference attention was call­ 
ed to the fact that following the pas­ 
sage of a citv ordinance providing for 
quality standards of gasoline at San 
Diego, the Standard Oil Company of 
California advertised in the pewspa- 
pers that after February 15 the price 
of gasoline and stove distillate would 
be raised and that no kerosene would 
be sold by that company. 
In reply Councilman 
Walter 
Mal­ 
lard said: 
“I suppose the producers 
thought 
the threat to raise the price would 


j cause the council to crawl Into a hole 
i and draw the hole in after them, 


j 
“It seems very funny that this tele­ 
gram should come from 
San 
Diego 
just at this time when we are conald- 
! ering the matter. 
It looks to me that 
• the sending of 
such 
telegram 
was 
timed to reach us while we have this 
controversy on. 
“lf we adopt the specifications rec­ 
ommended by the special committee it 
would not he the first time the people 
have been punished 
for 
demanding 
their rights.” 
For Uniform Specifications 
Mayor Woodman 
maintained 
that 
there ought to be a uniform set of gas­ 
oline specifications for the entire state. 
Ile argued as did 
members 
of 
his 
special committee, that it would be 
better to adopt the government speci­ 
fications. as recommended by the spec­ 
ial committee, than to establish sued- 
Orations for Ix>s Angeles that would 
differ from those in other communi­ 
ties. 
lf the council re-enacted the former 
ordinance, Mr. Moreland maintained 
that consumers would be placed in the 
position of being compelled to go out­ 
side of the city for their gasoline; that 
the tendency would be to drive out the 
filling stations and 
that 
consumers 
would resort to the old practice of in­ 
stalling tanks in their own yards. 
If the council provided 
for a low- 
grade of gasoline Councilman Mallard 
maintained that the effect would be to 
“put the old automobiles out of com­ 
mission and I bus compel the people 
to purchase new automobiles or walk. 
"There are more people interested 
in this question than in 
anv 
other 
question before the council at the 
present time,” said President Farmer 
of tile council, ‘and I 
suggest 
that 
these gentlemen come before the coun­ 
cil next Tuesday and lay what facts 
they have before us.” 
Motor Dealers Favor U. 8. Rules 
After the conference Mayor Wood­ 
man said: 
“Mr. Arnold informed us that the 
Motor Car Dealers’ Association has 
passed resolutions favoring the adop­ 
tion of the government specifications, 
as recommended by the special com­ 
mittee. and expressing surprise at the 
council’s delay. 
Mr. Arnold said the 
recommendations of the committee 
would provide a higher grade or gaso­ 
line than we are now getting. 
“The government is now paying 23 
cents for the gasoline that would be 
called for by the former council ordi­ 
nance. so it la a sure thing that the 
price would be raised here if that or­ 
dinance is re-enacted. 
I want to see 
the people get the highest 
grade of 
gasoline possible 
without increasing 
the price.” 
Counciman Albert B. Conrad said; 
“It looks to me as though the big 
gasoline companies 
were trying to 
hold a club over our heads. 
The peo­ 
ple are entitled to a high grade of gas­ 
oline and I for one propose to see that 
they get it.” 
Councilman 
Criswell 
said that a 
number of people had informed 
him 
(hat they would be glad to pay a little 
more for high grade gasoline than to 
be supplied with a low grade quality.

Also, Hie regulations adopted in some 
other cities of giving the right of way 
to the vehicle on the right is consid­ 
ered bad because, if carried out on 
crowded thoroughfares, it would result 
In a complete block of traffic. So far, 
no one has suggested a right-of-way 
regulation that is invulnerable, and tile 
conclusion reached is that there is no 
safety for pedestrian or vehicle except 
through absolute control of vehicles 
at crosswalks, street intersections and 
junctions.

large was to divide Ute legislative sea- J 
aion into two parts. 
During the first i 
session practically all bills should be ; 
introduced. Then the legislators could , 
go home for four weeks, and in those , 
four weeks they could discuss 
their constituents the things that had 
been proposed. The legislators could ; 
get close to the people, get at their- 
district’s heart’s desire in the way or. 
new laws and go back to Sacramento 
armed to the teeth with home-made 
opinions. 
As a m atter of fact 
the interim 
doesn’t amount to much.
